A public outcry against 
a rezoning bylaw has re- 
sulted in the bylaw being 
amended, Town council, 
meeting in regular session 
last Monday unanimously 
carried Councillor Bob 
Russell’s motion to delete 
area two from bylaw 5/71, 

In making his motion, Mr, 
Russell asked for the con- 
fidence of the people, say- 
ing he could not at present 
divulge further information 
on the negotiations that are 
taking place between the 
town and the new owners of 
Grandin Shoppers Park, 
Area 2 is the five-sided 
parcel of land located to the 
south-west of the shoppers 
park as indicated on the 
rezoning map. 

Residents of the surroun- 
ding area had strongly pro- 
tested council’s action to 
rezone this land from P 
(public use) to Commercial, 

The protesters, who have 
retained legal representa- 
tion, earlier presented a 24 
page petition to council, 
Some 30 private letters of 


protest were also sent to 
town hall, 

Addressing the standing 
room-only crowd during 
Monday’s public hearing, 
Mayor Gibbon said that if 
present negotiations are 
successful, ‘‘area 2 will ree 
main parkland forever 
more,’’ 

To the suggestion that the 
bylaw not be proceded with 
that evening and that council 
postpone the public hearing 
in order to give those resi- 
dents concerned an oppore 
tunity to study the new pro- 
posal, the mayor pointed out 
that the owner of the shopp- 
ing park was anxious to 
settle the rezoning of areas 
1 and 3, and there was no 
reason to hold up these pare 
cels since area 2, which 
was the bone of contention, 
would be removed from the 
bylaw in Mr. Russell’s mot- 
ion, 

The mayor assured those 
present that, should nego- 
tiations fail, the town will 
again advertise the rezon- 
ing of area 2, and, with this

Robert Russell became 
the new leader ofthe Alberta 
Liberal Party at a conven- 
tion held at the Hotel Mac- 
donald last Saturday, 

The 324 voting delegates 
chose their fifth leader in 
seven years on the first 
ballot. Winning by a better 
than two-to-one margin, this 
was Mr. Russell's third try 
at the post since 1966, 

The 40 year old St, Albert 
town councillor, who was 
nominated by Doug Ross of 
St, Albert, said local Liber- 
als were well represented 
at the convention with a full 
slate of 20 voting delegates 
present. These included four 
young Liberals, Brenda Gib- 


bon, Bob Woodcock, Kathy 
Byrne and Dorothy Humbert. 

Included in Mr. Russell’s 
immediate plans is a tour 
of the province to meet with 
all constituency presidents, 

The new Liberal Leader 
said he expects Premier 
Strom to ‘‘adjourn the Sess- 
ion before the business is 
completed and call an elec- 
tion, *’ 

Mr. Russell has already 
been nominated to contest 
his home riding of St, Albert 
in the next provincial elece 
tion,

Mr, E, S, Gish, deliver- 
ing his first annual report 
since his appointment as 
superintendent, St. Albert 
Separate School District, 
briefly touched on the new 
regulations which have come 
into effect with the passing 
of the new School Act. 

More responsibility for 
educational decision making 
has been shifted from the 
provincial to the local level. 
“For example,’’ Mr, Gish 
said, ‘‘Boards have been 
given more freedom in mode 
ifying the school year, in 
text book selection and in 
changing curriculum,’’ 

“On the other hand new 
regulations governing 
school finance severely re- 
strict the boards in the 
amounts of revenue they can 
obtain through supplement- 
ary requisitions without re- 
course to plebiscite. ”’ 

As a result, the board 
of trustees of this district 
will have to establish basic 
priorities and effect econ- 
omics accordingly if school 
revenue is restricted to the 
amount provided through the 
foundation grant and the alle 
owable supplementary re- 
quisition, Mr, Gish said, 

Commenting on the pro- 
gram, Mr, Gish said cour- 
ses and methods are 
changing rapidly. 


SOCIAL STUDIES 


A new social studies pro= 
gram is being introduced 
throughout Alberta and the 
change has created pro- 
blems in St, Albert as in 
other systems, 

The new program de- 
mands a considerable body 
of varied reference mater- 
fals, Mr. Gish said, and most 
schools, including those in 
the district, have not yet 
acquired sufficient informa- 
tional resources to adequat- 
ely support it. 

Teachers of social studies 
are modifying their app- 
roaches and have become 
well acquainted with the ob- 
jectives of the new program 
and its necessary instruc- 
tional methods through ine 
service training sessions, 
such as the teacher institute 
held at Simpson junior high 
last November.

Science instruction has 
also been undergoing a 
major change during the past 
several years, Mr, Gish 
said, Teachers are adopting 
methods which emphasize 
discovery andinquiry rather 
than the theoretical app= 
roach, 

The upgrading of equip- 
ment, including the provi- 
sion of portable labs, has 
improved the scope of 
science in the lower grades, 
but Mr. Gish sees a need 
for a greater variety of re=- 
source materials particue 
larly in the junior high 
science options, 

Modern mathematics ine 
struction is generally effec- 
tive, Mr. Gish feels, but 
added that a number of stu- 
dents have great difficulty 
in grasping the concepts and 
language of the course, 

An evaluation will becon=- 
ducted to determine what 
hew programs and learning 
materials are needed for 
such children, 

Increasing emphasis is 
now being placed in elemen- 
tary grades on the integra- 
tion of reading, writing, 
speaking and listening 
through language-arts, 

Teachers at all levels are 
stressing the communica- 
tive function of the English 
language more than the 
grammatical aspect. 

French is offered to stu- 
dents from grades 4 - 12. 

Steps have been taken to 
implement, through the co- 
operation of local business

The Editor: 

The Gazette was wrong 
in reporting in the March 3 
issue that ‘‘Council is firm 
on bonding policy.’ On the 
contrary, council, by resole 
ution, agreed to accept a 
bond far below the require- 
ments of the present town 
policy, 

As was reported, the pre- 
sent town policy is that 
developers shall provide the 
town with a bond amounting 
to 50 per cent of the total 
development cost, The 
am unt $150,000 that coun 
cil agreed on does not con- 
stitute 50 per cent of the 
total development cost. In 
fact it is more like 30 per 
cent, And further it may be 
worth mentioning that Mr, 
Walker in a letter to the 
town on behalf of the devel- 
oper was suggesting an 
amount of $199,500, 

Further, from the same 
article in the Gazette, it 
could be implied that I app- 
roved of or that I preferred 
the previous policy. This ts 
not so, The following brief 
review of the town’s policies 
on performance bonds since 
the first development agree- 
ment with Alcan should 
clarify my statements, 

The first policy, (Policy 
#1) was that the developer 
provide the town with aper- 
formance bond equal to 100 
per cent of the total develop- 
ment cost, Because some 
developers were experience 
ing difficulties in obtaining 
such a bond, council came 
forth with another policy 
(Policy #2). This policy 
which was instituted last 
summer, involved a third 
party, the contractors, and 
was so complex that {t was 
difficult to access the pro-
